EXPORT AND IMPORT. 


The excess of exports of merchan- 
dise over imports during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1881, was $259,726 ,254, 
against $167,683,812 during the pre- 
vious fiscal yea The excess of im- 
ports of gold for the past fiscal year 
was $81,168,650. The previous year 
the excess was $75,891,391. During 
the last fiscal year the value of the 
exports of merchandise amounted to 
$92,319,473, being larger than ever 
before in the history of the country. 
The value of the imports of merchan- 
dise was $542,593,219, which was 
larger than during any previous year, 
with the exception of the year imme- 
diately preceding. The total value of 
the foreign commerce of the United 
States, imports and exports of mer- 
chandise, for the fiscal year, was $1,- 
544, 912,696. This exceeds any pre- 
vious year. The exports of specie ex- 
ceeded the imports during each fiscal 
year from 1862 to 1879, but during 
the last two fiscal years the imports 
have exceeded the exports, such ex- 
cess amounting, during the year end- 
ing June 80, 1880, to 875.891, 391, and 
during the year ending June 30, 1881,

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


An interesting and not altogether 
cheerful blue-book has been published 
in England, and should be read with 
religious care by all the Societies for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
This book shows that the live stock 
shipped across the Atlantic to Eng- 
land are great sufferers and martyrs. 
During the year which ended 
in last February the number of ani- 
mals transported was 242,681; of these 
1,563 were washed overboard, 156 
died from exposure, 512 were suffo- 
cated, 63 died for want of ventilation, 
1,827 died from exhaustion, and 3,491 
were thrown or driven overboard dur- 
ing stormy weather. These tigures 
tell a melancholy story. 


At last we are getting the value of 
the average missioary down to a fine 
point. Io Western Africa, within the 
last 40 years, 120 missionaries have 
fallen at their posts; but the value of 
their labors is seen in the 30,000 con 
verts to Christianity in that region. 

One missionary is then worth 250 
Hottentots. Each missionary converts 
six Hottentots and a quarter, say a 
baby, each year. For every 250 con- 
verts three missionaries fall victims to 
the missguided epecurianism which 
prevails in that fairy land of Africa. 


Congressman Horace Davis, when

Two Checks Take on immortality and 
Yet Have No Redeemer Living. 


At the last meeting of the County 
Commissiovers, District. Attorney 
Rankin was instructed to enquire into 
the matter of the Norton defalcation, 
and the certificatee of deposit now in 
the County Treasury. His report is 
too long for complete publication, but 
the substance thereof is given. 

The Norton defalcation has been 
made good, except in the amount of. 
$800, which is represented by a certi- 
tificate of deposit on the Reno Sav- 


00 ings Bank. This the Attorney holds 


to be worthless. On Nov. 23d, 1878, 
a certificate, No. 2085, on the Reno 
Savings Bank for $2,000, was placed 
in the County Treasury. This had no 
connection whatever with the Norton 
delalcation. From the best of his 
information tbe District Attorney 
believes that this check for $2,000 was 
given in payment of the Reno Savings 
Bank J. H. Kinkead M. C. Lake, and 
J. E. Jones taxes for 1878. He finds the 
account of the Reno Savings Bank 
charged on that day with these 
amounts. These checks have lain in 
the county Treasury 2 years 
and been counted nine times as 
money. These checks were turned 
over to D. B. Boyd in 79 and he did 
not demand payment because he be- 
lieved the new bondsmen had the 
matter nnder control for their own 
protection. The Commissioners now 
want to know who is liable, and Dis 
trict Attorney Rankin will report at 
the next meeting.
